"Mr. Tinkham said his speech might perhaps properly be 
entitled "The progress of crime, social disintegration or do- 
generacy of the capital of a great nation." He then went on1 


lo say that one of the causes of this phenomenon was the char- 
acter of the legislation passed in the last few years by Congress. 
He declared that during these years Congress had in too many 
instances surrendered itself and its power for the making of 
laws "subserviently and'docilely to {he will of others and acted 
'the demagogue for selfish purposes as never before." That is 
'a pretty senous'indictment, but :Mr. Tinkham went on: "The 
people have seen an abject.-and obsdient Congress pass laws of 
profound importance dictated,to.it by liberally financed and 
highly organizedi rninorities .outside of. Congress, sometimes 
for the purely'persp'nal economic'ends of: (lie minorities, some- 
times sumptuary law's, from 'a;/.sectarian source, sometimes 
laws dictated by 'blocs'-O'rnlinorities within.
